Aman had his back to ft, and faced us. His 
tall, handsome silhouette was butliQcd 
against a sky of pure blue metal.

That is, how well 
could I play a given instrument, or sing. How 
easily could I write original music, and play 
it? That one, too, was an easy test for me. 



I hardly knew what the fifth test was going 
to be. It seemed to everything that could be 
desired had been asked. of a musician! But. I 
wearily trudged on to the fifth examiner, 
who lived In a retiring, distant place — so 
bleak and desolate that I wondered whether 
this test was one of courage, rather than 
music .... 

"TI THEN I entered the large room where 
W my fifth examiner was" awaiting, I 
found a meeting was in progress. At least it 
seemed that way, for along the far end of the 
room, a long table, like a judge's bench was 
surrounded by a group of men.
